It is expected that the railway to 
Fort Churchill will be completed to- 
wards the close of 1929, said ©, 8. 
| Gzowski, chief engineer of the con- 
struction department of the Canadian 
National Railways, who has been 
charged by the Dominion Government 
with the rehabilitation and further ex- 
tension of the Hudson Bay railway. 

Mr. GzowslM sald: “At Churchill 
there will be no diMculiy in establish- 
ing railroad terminals for any rea-
